In 1990 Integrity moved from its Berkeley Heights facility to its new 


home at the Meadowview Hospital in Secaucus. Since its opening 


there, Integrity residents have become 
an integral part of the community 
life in Secaucus. As part of their 
therapeutic rehabilitation, Integrity 
residents are expected to not only give 
back to the program and to their 
fellow residents, but to the larger 


community as well.

And then the growth began. After 
its incorporation in 1968, the 
therapeutic community at Integrity took 
hold and earned recognition, not only 
in the treatment community, but in 
the outside community as well. This 
recognition enabled Integrity to expand 
and begin a treatment program at 
Union Countys Runnells Hospital in 
Berkeley Heights where for more than 
18 years, approximately 2000 addicts 


were treated.

our Secaucus facility.

Unwilling to remain isolated from the community at large, Integrity 


recognized the need to deal with the problem of drugs among adolescents. 
PIE - Prevention, Intervention and 


Education - was developed in 1988 for 
youthful first offenders referred to 
Integrity by local communities. The Bate 
Program followed in 1989 - a program 
for addicted adolescents referred to us 
by the family, schools and the criminal 


justice system.

“At 
Integrity I learned for the first time 
how to live. My life has gotten 
progressively better ever since.”
